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Fire Wrecks Temple Building 
After 57 Years of Service 


Noon Hour Crowds Pack Streets in Vicinity 
of Broadway and Walnut to Watch 
$25,000 Blaze. 


The old five-story Temple 


Building, at the northwest corner 
of Broadway and Walnut street, 
built in 1869 and one of the oldest 
office buildings in St. Louls, was 
damaged today during a two-hour 
fire which attracted thousands of 


noon-hour spectators from the 


business district. 

After confining the flames to the 
two uppyr stories, Fire Chief Alt 
estimated the damage at $25,000 to 
building and contents. For a time, 
because of difficulty in reaching it 
with hose lines, it was fegred the 
entire structure would be destroyed. 
Fifteen fire companies strung hose 
lines over extension ladders 
adjacent roofs, while the crowd 
milled about the equipment 
packed Broadway for two blocks 
to the north.

It was named for and designed in 
imitation of the J.ondon Temple.

The charge that Forrest Fergu- 
son. president of the Ferguson-Me- 
Kinney Manufacturing Co., person- 
ally directed the details of the faise 
representations made to banks, by 
which the concern obtained §$3,- 
350,000 in loans, before its collapse 
in 1925 with a loss to creditors of 
more than $1,500,000, was made 
today to the Federal Court jury 
which is trying Ferguson and A!- 
{red F. Baggot, secretary of the 
company, on indictments charging 
use of the matis to defraud and 
co .wpliracy. 

Inited States District Attorney 
Breuer made thie charge In out- 
lining t4- Governmeut’s case to the 
jury, which consista of etx resi- 
dents of St. Louls and siz from out- 
Side the city. 

The defense plea, made in be- 
halr of Ierguson by Attorney BE. 
W. Foristel, wag that he followed 
the late Murray Carleton “bimd- 
ly.” Foristel pictured Carleton, 
who was treasurer of Ferguson. 
McKinney and head of the allied 


Carleton Dry Goods Co. as the 
dominant force ef all the con- 
cerns. 


“Followed Carleton Blindly.” 

Speaking of Ferguson and others 
in official position& in the Fer- 
guson-McKinney company, Foristel 
said: 

“They followed him blindly, and 
did his bidding, In the firm belief 
that-his private § fortune, which 
they lad reason to belleve wag 
more than $3,500.000, would take 
care of any mistake he made. They 
still heliew:, and I believe, that 
would have heen the fuct, if can- 
cer had not struck Murray Carle- 
ton down.” 

treuer, in hia outline, sald that 
January, 1925, Joseph Male- 

bookkeeper for Fersuson- 
prepared an income 
and advis-d 
that the company had 
lost $1.600,000 In 1924. Malecek, 
he said, told egg uson that the 
company was insolvent, and gug- 
gested IHaquidation. Ferguaon re- 
plied that he would speak toe 
financial director of 
the companies, who was then iil 
and who haa since died. 

Three days later, the District 
Attorney recited, Ferguson told the 
hookkeeper that he had talked with 
Carleton, and that Carleton would 
not consent to liquidation, but had 
suggested a false financial state- 
ment. which should show assets in 
the ratio of “two to one” to Mabil- 
ities. Ferguson, he charged, direct- 
ed Malecek to Inflate invoices and 
bills receivable and to conceal lia- 
bilitier, to bring this about. 

False Invoicing Alleged. 

Breuer said it would be prewed 
that, before the coming of L. N. 
Simpaon, a New York certified ac- 
countant, Ferguson had taken 
$115.000 from the cash drawer and 
had put his I O U slips in place 
of the amount. When Ferguson 
knew that the accountant was 
coming. the prosecutor said. he di- 
rected Malecek to take out the I O 
U's and subetitute fictitious in- 
votces, for sales of merchandise te 
two companies, these sales being 
bogus and having never bees 
mado, 

After the departure of the se- 
countant, Brever sald it would be 
shown that Ferguson directed 
Malecek to mark off the gales as 
paid. and put beck the I O U's. 
Ferguson. he said, directed Male- 
cek and Baggott te get out old in- 
voices and copy them. so that the 
bogua invoices might appear regu- 
lar on their faces. and might ée- 
ceive the auditors or secountants 
who would check them ever.
